More use than usual has been made of the mails, as waiting for freight transporta- 
tion caused inevitable delay. 
Many volmnes of the Congressional Documents of the United States having been 
destroyed or injured hy water, application was made to the Department of the Public 
Printer at Washington, and permission was obtained to supply the Library with the 
necessary numbers. In due time, a large assortment of volumes was sent us. 's many 
of these volumes were among the rarest and most valuable of the Congressiolml Docu- 
ments, the donation was most welcome and deserves to be gratefully acknowledged. 
A list of these documents is given in order to show the number and value of the 
gift, and the trouble that was taken by the officials of Departments to collect and for- 
ward them. -

omes, hospitals or sanatoria. 3,514 were suffering from wounds; 670 were affected 
with tuberculosis; 180 were insane; 9 were totally blind; and 177 suffered from major 
Lmputations. The degree of disability of the 13,82,6 men is fixed by the medical board 
t the port of disembarkation as follows :- 
Up to 25 per cent disability .................... 7,418 
'rom 2.6 to 50 per cent ........................ 2,923 
'rom 51 to 75 per cent .........  ............... 927 
'rom 76 to 100 per cent ........................ 1,975 
There is no record of 583 cases. 
The necessity for making special provision for the suitable accommodation and 
edical care a.nd attention of returned soldiers is-therefore apparent, not only for 
lhose requiring ordinary medical treatment, but also for those who are blind or insane, 
or have suffered from ampu.tations. 
In the early months of the war, active or bed cases were not returned to Canada, 
but in the month of November, 1916, Sir George Perley cabled the Military Hospitals 
Commission indicating that there was urgent necessity for provision being made in 
anada to take care of such cases. He indicated that there were 300 men then boarded 
and ready to proceed to Canada, all ambulatory cases and permanently unfit for further 
service, at the same time estimating that there were 3.,000 patients in England who could 
be disposed of in that way, thus relieving the hospital congestion there. Some public 
misunderstanding arose at one time; the 300 boarded men were confused with the 
3,000 who might ultimately be returned to Canada. Provision was at once made by 
the Military Hospitals Commision to care for the bed cases; and since the beginning 
of the year, they have been steadily returning to Canada for treatment. 
'The evidence indicates that all returned men received excellent care and atten- 
tion in the hospitals in Great Britain, and that, while accommodation for the trans- 
port of bed patients across the Atlantic was at first indifferent, it has steadily im- 
proved, and properly equipped hospital ships are now available for the transportation 
of such men to Canada, and suitably equipped hospital trains have been provided by 
the railways to forward them to the hospitals and homes selected for their accom- 
modation. 
Suitable accommodation with proper medical care and attention and adequate 
h,spital facilities have been provided for the returned men when they disembark at 
St. John, Halifax and Quebec. A certain number of returned men suffer on arrival 
from contagious and infectious diseases. In this regard, it may be noted that tuber- 
cular patients have received special attention. While there is a disposition on the 
part of some of the men to decline treatment and return to civil life before they are 
cured, or t least placed in a condition where nature may effect a cure, every effort 
should be used to induce the men to remain under treatment at suitable sanatoria 
until in the opinion of the medical authorities their condition warrants their dis- 
charge. 
The only effort on any appreciable scale that has been made thus far to supply 
',wtificial limbs to returned men is at Toronto. The facilities are inadequate, and 
the testimony of competent witnesses indicates that the Government should undertake 
lhe establishing of suitable factories for the manufacture of artificial limbs, thereby 
giving employment to returned men who would specialize in the production and repair 
of artificial limbs, at the same time being able not only to support themselves, but 
tc render a very great and useful service to their comrades. 
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partly due to the fact that those who have already returned are mostly members of the 
earlier divisions enlisted, and consequently were composed to a large extent of the 
urban population of Canada. It is probable, however, that a larger percentage of those 
returning in future will express -a desire to go upon the land, and your Committee 
would recommend that all reasonable efforts be made to have returned soldiers take up 
farming, or market gardening, as an occupation, where there is a reasonable probebility 
of them making it a success. As the land settlement question is now before the House, 
and much legislation has been passed by the various provinces, it is not deemed advisable 
by this Committee to go further into this question, than to submit the evidence taken 
thereon. 
Under Order in Council (P.C. No. 2.758) it is provided that in all appointments to 
the Government Civil Service, preference be given to returned members of the Cana- 
dian Expeditionary Forces, especially those who, through disability occasioned by active 
military service, are unable to follow their previous occupation; such appointments to 
be subject to the provisions of the Civil Service Act, and to be made with regard to 
the qualifications of the applicant. 
By further Orders in Council, it is provided that no person shall be appointed to 
the Civil Service unless he is under or over military age, or presents evidence-that he 
has offered himself for enlistment, and has been refused as unfit. 
Your Committee finds that returned soldiers are being given preference in accord- 
ance with the alcove provisions in all appointments to the Civil Service, and in other 
appointments by the various Departments. 
Upon the evidence adduced before your Committee, it appears that where a soldier 
is a civil servgnt at the time of his enlistment, there is no provision that his time 
spent on active service should count as though 'he 'had been granted leave of absence. 
Your Committee is of opinion, that the Pension scheme wisely determines the 
amount of pension ou a basis of injury received, without regard to subsequently 
acquired earning capacity, so that the pensioner is thus encouraged to make 'himself 
more efficient, physically and economically, knowing that his pension will not Ie 
decreased thereby. 
][uch evidence was given before your Committee respecting the problem of provid- 
ing employment for the whole forces upon demobilization, and returning them to civil 
life. 

NATIONAL SERVICE BOARD. 

Mr. Charles W. Peterson, of the National Service Board of Canada, gave evidence 
bctore your Committee, and the following is a short summary of the work performed 
by that Board, with a View of preparing for the return of the soldiers to civil life :- 
The work of the National Service Board in regard to obta4ning infor- 
mation relating to demobilization, comprises the following:-- 
Mailing list of Employers.--The first step taken was to prepare a compre- 
hensive mailing list of employers throughout Canada, and to reduce it to card- 
index form. The Census ]3ureau was able to give us access to a list that 
included contract operations, hand-trades and establishments conducted under 
the factory system. To this list has been added mining, banks, transportation, 
insurance, express, cartage and transfer concerns, so that our mailing list 
when completed will cover practically all employers excepting retailers, brokers, 
agricultural and professional. 
Occupational Survey.--In February last a questionnaire was issued to all 
employers of labour throughout Canada, with a view to obtaining information 
as to conditions of employment in the various industries, classified according to

In order that the Parliamentary Committee might be made aware of the views 
of the returned soldiers themselves and might give full hearing to any criticisms on 
their part or on their behalf, witnesses were invited to appear representing the Great 
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The first of these contentions, if accepted, carri'es wit,h the following recom- 
mendations :-- 
(1) That following the example of the French Government, a qational 
Bureau for the discharged soldier should be created by the Government of 
Canada charged with the duties of: (a) co-ordinating as far as possible the 
various measures proposed or adopted for the returned and discharged soldiers 
or the dependen ts of such as have been killed, or died on service. 
(b) Acting as intermediary bctween these returned and discharged sold- 
iers or their dependents, and the various Governmental and other agencies 
which are operating for.their benefit. (c) Establishment of Branch Bureaux 
in various centres throughout Canada to act in an advisory capacity and to 
provide information to returned and discharged soldiers and their dependents. 
(d) Acting in an advisory capacity, generally, to, and co-operating with the 
Departments aud agencies particularly concerned, and to the Goverument of 
Canada aud to Provincial Governments, with regard to all proposed .measttres 
designed to improve the condition of discharged soldiers and to assist them in 
re-entering civil life. (e) Supervision of Voluntary Organizations of and on 
behalf of, returned soldiers. 
(2) That the officials of this National Bureau should be, as far as possible, 
selected from returned officers and men who have served Overseas in the Can- 
adian Expeditiouary Force. 

This view is favoured, by the following M,mbers of your Connnittee: Messrs. 
McCurdy, [iddlebro, and Sutherland. 
The alternative is the proposal for the creation of a new Governmental Depart- 
ment, or sub-department, under a ][inister of the Crown, directly charged with the 
oversight of all measures dealing with the returned soldier on and after his arrival 
in Canada as more fnlly de.cribcd on pages 11 and 12 of this report. This view is 
held by the following. Members of your Connnittee: Messrs. Ames, Pardee, Bennett, 
Murphy, ][areil and Ross. 
If neither of the above alternatives be acceptable and the stats quo is maintained, 
in the opinion of your Committee, the best interests of the returned soldiers will be 
served by conferring upon one and the same authority full, omplete and undivided 
control over the administration of the hospitals and homes where such soldiers are 
placed and the emp|oyment of the medical and imrsing staff of these institutions. 

FURTIIER RECo M -I END,TIONS. 
On the following recommendations, your Committee is agreed :--

(a) In view of the alarming evidence as to the prevalence of tuberculosis

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Customs.--(Trade and avigation)--Style changed, reducing size. Annual saving 
over $9,,000 a year. 
List of Vessels.--Changes made reducing report over 50 per cent in size. Annual 
saving about $1,000. 
teamboat Inspection.--This year English and French are to be printed together, 
eliminating cost of one edition, $1,00. 
Postmaster General.--Changes made this year will effect a reduction in size and 
cost. 
Railway Commission.--Report for next year will be "picked up" from fortnightly 
publication of "Judgments, Orders, etc.," thereby saving cost of composition. 

There is still room for sweeping reductions in the Government printing accounts. 
Take, for instance, the Department of the Naval Service. The Report of the Fisheries 
Branch could be reduced by eliminating details of catches, number of boats employed. 
fishing gear, etc. It is questionable whether the " Monthly Fisheries Bulletin " has 
been of any service during the duration of the war, on account of the inability to ship 
the product abroad. This Department publishes annually several works of a highly 
technical character which might well be dropped, as they do not interest more than 
one person in a hundred thousand. The Committee has had before it sample sheets 
of some of these publications now on the press. 
arine. Material reductions have been made in the size of this Report. but there 
is still room for improvement. This Department seems to have heartily co-operated 
with the Department of Public Printing and Stationery. 
Trade and Commerce.--Many Reports of this Department duplicate those of the 
Department of Customs, wasting thousands of dollars annually. An earnest endeavour 
must be made by the heads of these two Departments to avoid this. It seems to the 
Committee that the sooner all statistics of the Government are centralized under one 
authority, the better it will be in the public interest, and great saving would be 
effected. 
Militia.--This Report is concise and will beax practically no condensation. The 
printing bills of this Department, consequent upon the war, have enormously increased. 
No good purpose is served by printing the nominal rolls of battalions going overseas, 
since the adoption of the system of breaking up these units on arrival in Eu'land. 
It is a waste of public money. 
Public Works.--The Report of tlis Department is bulkier than it should be. 
Among the suggestions for condensation are the following :- 
Details of repairs, however small, are given by place and building. Extensive 
repairs might be given in detail, but for minor repairs a list of the places or buildings 
should be sufficient. All furniture supplied is reported in detail. This is quite 
unnecessary. The tabulated statement of expenditures and work, by months, of each 
dredge is superfluous. The yearly total should be sutcient. ]Iany other details 
could be omitted. 
Finance.--Report of Public Accounts concise and to the point. 
Unclaimed Balances has been an annual publication for many years. It might be 
well to publish quinquennially, thereby effecting a great saving to the public exchequer. 
Upon the suggestion of the Printing Bureau staff the changing in the form of this 
report has resulted in a large annual saving. 
Insurance.--Expense of this Report borne by tax upon Insurance Companies. 
Royal Northwest ounted Police.--This'Report has been condensed by eliminat- 
ing, upon the suggestion of the Printing Bureau, the crop reports of the Prairie 
Provinces, which were duplications of the Report of the Department of Agriculture. 
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The report, however, will bear much greater condensation. There is too much detail 
hi the annual statements of Superintendents and Inspgctors. The story of the Great 
Bear Lake Patrol contains much irrelevant matter. In the hands of a trained man 
this story could have been made a readable one in one-quarter the space. Of the scores 
of illustrations in the report not more th,n eight or ten are really germane to the text. 
Inland levenue.--Considerable saving will result by accepting the suggestion of 
the Printing Bureau officials to dispense with the publication of the bulletins of the 
Department in Sessional form. 
The Reports of ihe different branches of this Department would stand a little 
nore eouden.-'atmn. 
Justice.--Although the Deputy hIinister reports that the recommendations "have 
been carric,l into effect so ar as they apply to this Department," the results are not 
stisfactory. The Report of the 3inspectors of Penitentiaries for the year ending 
31st ]Iarch, 1915, which has been printed since the Report of the Committee was sub- 
mitted to Parliament in 1916, is full o trivial details. The report could with 
advantage be reduced by fifty per cent. "arm reports are given ih detail; a summary 
would answer all purposes. The reports of the surgeons, chaplains and matrons could 
well be incorporated in the wardens' reports. Revenue and expenditure are given in 
detail, a repetition of the Auditor General's report. Crime statistics could well be 
condensed. 
"External Affairs.--Report concise and to the point. 
Public Printing and Stati0nery.--Never large in volume, this report has been 
reduced forty per cent during the past three years. 
Secretary of State.--Report has been considerably reduced. 
Customs.--The figures-issued in the Departmental reports seem to be published 
in the public interest, but, as already pointed out, they are duplicated in many 
instances by the report of the Department of Tr,de and Commerce. The junior 
department should drop many of its publications. 
Railways and Canals.--All the general detailed reports should be summarized by 
an executive officer. While the report has been considerably reduced, it will still 
stand further pruning. 
Agriculture.--Report of the Department shows careful condensation. The print- 
ing bill of this Department is heavy, consequent upon the thousands of bulletins 
which are gotten out each year, and seems to be justified in the circumstances. 
Director General of Public ttealth.--This report contains much "material " of 
a technical character borrowed from medical journ,ls, the expenditure for the printing 
of which cannot be deended. 
hlines.--The printing bill of this Department has enormously increased during" the 
past three or four years. The Committee is of opinion that no interest would have 
been injured had there been a total suspension of the publications of this Department 
as soon as war commenced. The following comparative figures will convey to Parlia- 
ment an idea of the manner in which this Department has increased its expenditure 
for printing :--

For this purpose, as well as to give 
due recognition to service and sacrifice in the affairs of the State, the necessary adjust- 
ments which you have made in the legislation relevaut to these matters witl doubtless 
prove effective. 
The legislation you have passed for the purpose of assisting returned soldiers to 
settle upon the land will not only aid materially in restoring these gallant men to their 
rightful status in the community but should greatly increase the agricultural pro- 
duction of the country. 
The appointment of a :Food Con.troller and of a :Fuel Controller, invested with 
important powers and duties, is founded upon the impressive need of the utmost 
economy and saving in order that our national strength may continue unimpaired. 
In order that our industries may be equipped to cope with the intricate problems 
of the future, provision has been wisely made for promoting scientific and industrial 
research. 
Important progress has been made in solving our difficult problems of railway 
transportation, and the means have been provided whereby a great railway system 
shall become the property of the people of Canada and be added to their national 
undertakings.
